TROUBLE  ABOUT  P0LE5. 

have  Citizens  any  Rights  as  to  their 

Trees  and  Property  in  the  Streets  ? 

A  gang  of  men  employed  by  the  New¬ 
ark  Electric  Light  Company  got  into 
trouble  over  the  erection  of  a  pole  on 
James  R.  Wolven’s  property  on  Benson 
street  Wednesday  morning.  Mr.  Wol- 
ven  objected  to  the  destruction  of  a 
small  shade  tree  which  stood  near  the 
spot  where  it  was  proposed  to  locate  a 
pole,  and  he  succeeded  in  convincing 
the  superintendent  of  construction  tliat 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  where 
the  property  was  mostly  vacant  of 
houses,  was  the  proper  place  for  putting 
up  poles.  They  commenced  to  dig  on 
that  side,  but  Committeeman  Powers, 
who  has  a  particular  grudge  against 
Wolven,  ordered  that  the  pole  be  pat 
in  front  of  the  Wolven  property,  as  at 
first  planned.  Mr.  Wolven  had  in  the 
meantime  gone  away,  and  Mrs.  Wolven 
sent  for  her  brother,  William  Poe,  who 
came  and  assisted  her  in  stopping  the 
work.

The  foreman  ordered  them  to 
shove  Poe  away,  but  they  liad  been  in 
such  scrapes  before,  and  told  the  fore¬ 
man  to  do  it  himself  He  undertook  to 
drive  Poe  out  by  intimidation,  putting 
his  hand  on  his  hip-pocket  as  though 
he  would  draw  a  pistol.  Poe  was  Jpot 
much  scared  and  shoved  one  man  with 
his  elbow.  Mr.  Wolven  had  been  tele¬ 
phoned  to  and  arrived  while  the  trouble 
was  in  progress.  He  charged  the  fore¬ 
man  with  trespass  and  Officer  Hummel 
arrested  him  and  took  him  to  the  police 
station.  Justice  Hall  released  the  man 
upon  his  statement  that  the  company 
had  authority  from  the  township  to  put 
poles  wherever  they  pleased.  Under  po¬ 
lice  protection  the  men  resumed  work 
and  planted  the  pole.
